Congress President Dr. 
Masoud Pour Moqaddas thanked 
the physicians and experts for 
welcoming the congress and 
expressed hope that die congress 
could take steps toward prevention 
of cardiovascular diseases. 

Congress Secretary Dr. 
Sarafzadegan also thanked those 
who had sponsored the congress 
and said the congress had carefully 
examined the dissertations 
submitted to the secretarial and 
would make several suggestions 
for the improvement of CVD 
treatment. 

She said those who have - 
submitted the best papers must 
send their original dissertations to 
the secretariat within the next four 
weeks. 

“Isfahan University of Medical 
Sciences will hold a ceremony on 
July 18-19 at the Cardiovascular 
Research Center and will present 
prizes to the top 10 dissertations,” 
Sarafzadegan noted. 

She said the delegates from 
Mediterranean nations consulted 
and discussed the next venue of the . 
Eastern Mediterranean Congress 
on Preventive Cardiology, and 
Bahrain, which had volunteered 
for the task, will be the possible - 
host. 

Sarafzadegan said the congress 
has made several conclusions and 
issued a resolution and once the 
national plans for preventive 
cardiology are launched the 
number of heart attacks is 
expected to decrease. 

Also two meetings were held to 
discuss the establishment of a 
Mediterranean association for 
preventive cardiology attended by 


representatives of Eastern 
Mediterranean nations, and 95 
percent of our objectives in that 
connection were achieved, she 
added. 

“If the congress and its side 
programs faced problems, it was 
due to the large number of 
delegates that had attended,’' said 
Sarafzadegan adding that 
originally the congress had 
expected approximately 450 to 
500 delegates but 1500 people had 
attended the congress. 

Concerning the significance of 
the gathering, Sarafzadegan said 
die main reason for convening the 
congress was the increased 
number of cardiovascular 
disorders and heart attacks and the 
lower age of the sufferers. 

“It was therefore necessary to 
hold a congress for preventive 
cardiology and heart attacks and 
solicit the advice and opinions of 
domestic and foreign scientists and 
experts,” the secretary explained. 

The scientific work began at 8 
a.m. everyday and continued until 
7 p.m., she added. 

It must be noted that the Eastern 
Mediterranean Congress on 
Preventive Cardiology and the 
10th Annual Iranian Congress of 
Cardiovascular Disorder^ were 
held for a period of five days 
attended by 1500 cardiologists and 
other physicians from within the 
country and 25 other countries in 
Abbasi Hotel where 326 
dissertations were deliberated, 36 
lectures were delivered and 16 
symposiums and eight round-table 
meetings were held. 

The following resolution was 
issued by the First Eastern 
Mediterranean Congress on 
Preventive Cardiology and the 
10th Annual Iranian Congress of 


Association. Participants and 
guests from more than 25 
countries and mostly from 
Europe, the Mediterranean 
region. Far East and (he United 
States attended the congress and 
presented their researches and 
experience. In addition to lectures 
and presentation of posters by 
participants, the scientific 
programs of the congress included 
key lectures, symposiums and 
round-table meetings held and 
managed by related professors and 
experts in different branches. 

The congress was held on five 
consecutive days. With the 
exception of the first day that was 
allocated to registration of names 
and the inaugural ceremony, 
different scientific programs, key 
lectures, symposiums, round-table 
meetings and general lectures 
were held and posters were 
distributed among the delegates in 
the congress according to a 
pre-agreed timetable. 

The congress was sponsored 
and coordinated by the World 
Health Organization (WHO) and 
International Society and 
Federation of Cardiology with die 
assistance of Eastern 
Mediterranean nations and a large 
number -of domestic 
manufacturers and distributors or 
medical equipment. The Eastern 
Mediterranean Congress on 
Preventive Cardiology is 
scheduled to be held biammaUy in 
one of the countries in the region 
and as the name implies it mostly 
concentrates on prevention of 
cardiovascular diseases. 

The objects of the conference 
can be summarized as follows: 

1. Emphasizing on the need for 
examination of die condition of 
cardiovascular patients and 
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prevention and treatment of 
cardiovascular diseases with the 
attendance of Mediterranean 
nations and using their experience 
for policy-making. 

4. Attaining the aim out'.xed by 
the World Health Organization by 
the year 2000 in the field of 
cardiovascular diseases. In order 
to achieve that objective the 
regional states must, up to 1999, 
determine their condition from the 
point of view of heart disease 
epidemic, blood pressure 
increase, heart rheumatism 
diseases and the risks involved. 
The objectives of the World 
Health Organization have been 
detailed at the end of the 
resolution.

Understanding Kung Fu

Controlling Breath and Mind 

| hat causes that the skills of fist (matto) and kick (kitto) are stronger than the skills of 
/ other fighting methods? The first reason is that the kungfu skills are superior to olher 
methods' skills. The second reason is that the hands and legs as the weapons of a 
kung fu player are burdened with harsh aid excessive exercises to be strong and rapid. For 
instance, kicking and blowing the targets such as punching bag. wood, sands poured in a vessel 
which have been used since long time ago. 

The bones and joints of a kung fu player should be very strong: otherwise his hands and legs 
will be hurt or even broken when blowing and kicking the targets. The physical exercise can 
bring about power to some extent but the spiritual exercise is as important as the physical 
practice. 

All the Eastern martial arts and most of Japanese sports put great emphasis on spiritual . . . 

aspects, humility and self-sacrifice. But unfortunately, some young people pay no attention to them and just insist on 
learning the skills since they know the spirits and mental aspects of martial arts as ambiguous matters because they 
— have not experienced their effects on their soul and mind aid in 

• addition some of them believe that the Western methods are 
superior to the Eastern ones. 

In fact, the final aim behind the Eastern martial arts' trainings is 
to develop soul and mental powers. Therefore, it is not an 
ambiguous issue since it deals with the real relation between body 
and soul. The mysteries of the Eastern trainings introduce the 
essential methods for creating unity between body and soul. These 
methods are fruitful not only in the technical field of martial arts but 
for the everyday life as well as psychological problems. They can 
be divided in three categories as follows: 

1} Controlling breath 

2) Developing the belly muscle 

3) Meditation 

Meditation which means deep, continued reflection or 
contemplation is done in a solemn ceremony enjoying its own 
special formalities and rites. Since long time ago, the scholars have 
believed that the belly is .the center of soul and when a person focuses one's attention and concentrates in this area, 
he or she will enjoy high spirits. To develop the soul — some believe — . the belly should be strengthened. Lifting a 
heavy weight is a typical example of it To do so, you have to contract your belly muscle to enjoy more power. This part 
of body which transfers the power to the other parts is called tandon in Japan. The power of tandon orignates from 
contraction of muscles around the belly.

MAZAR-I-SHARLF, Afghanistan 
— The Taleban militia on 
Wednesday retreated from the 
northern Afghanistan capital of 
Mazar-i -Sharif after their ene- 
nues-tumed-allies switched sides 
again. 

The Taleban warriors, who 
control more Hinn 80 percent of 
Afghanistan, withdrew after sev- 
eral hours of bitter clashes with the 
Hezb-i-Wahdat militia and the 
forces of a commander who origi- 
nally invited them into the city.

The Taleban entered Mazar-i - 
Sharif, former headquarters of 
ethnic Uzbek warlord Abdul 
Rashid Dostam, last Saturday in 
what was seen as a major break- 
through in its attempt to take con- 
trol of the whole of Afghanistan. 

Malik turned against Dostam 
last week, took Mazar-i-Sbarif and 
then sought an alliance with the 
Taleban. Dostam fled to Turkey 
and President Burhanuddin Rab- 
bani was said to have gone to 
neighboring Tajikistan. 

Clashes broke out Tuesday 
night after a meeting between 
Malik and Taleban Foreign Minis- 
ter Mullah Mohammed Ghaus, 
who had come especially from 
Kabul. 

After a night of street battles, 
intense artillery, mortar and 
rocket fire took a grip on die city 
Wednesday which came to an 
abrupt halt around midday. Resi- 
dents and rival fighters reporting 
that most of the Taleban militia 


bad pulled out. 

There were also unconfirmed 
reports that the Taleban had suf- 
fered very heavy casualties. 

Residents said small groups of 
Taleban were still in Mazar-i- 
Sharif but that Malik's soldiers 
were patrolling the streets. 

Violence started Tuesday as the 
'Taleban tried to seize the weapons 
ot rival groups. Tension worsened 
after the Taleban tried to enter the 
district of Sayyad al-Abdad with 
armored vehicles in an attempt to 
disarm suspected Hezb members. 

The Taleban foreign minister 
said 10,500 troops bad been sent 
to northern Afghanistan in an ef- 
fort to take the provinces not under 
Taleban control. 

Before Wednesday’s clashes, 
the Taleban had been negotiating 
with Hezb-i-Wahdat for a peaceful 
takeover of the central province of 
Bamiyan. 

Key opposition co mman der 
Ahmad Shah Masood has also spo- 
ken with foe Taleban' s defense 
minister for die first time. (AFP) 


BEIJING — China on Wednesday 
slammed the United States for im- 
posing “unlawful” trade sanctions 
on its chemical companies and na- 
tionals last week over alleged help 
for Iran's chemical weapons pro- 
gram. 

“Hie fact is that the two Chi- 
nese companies and five citizens 
were conducting standard business 
activities conforming to interna- 
tional norms,” the official China 
daily said in an editorial. 

The one-year trade ban, an- 
nounced last Thursday, showed 
the growing keenness of the 
United States to use economic 
sanctions, now that military inter- 
vention is no longer acceptable, it 
said.

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Cuba Complains U.S. Determined to 
Stop Nuclear Plant

HAVANA — Amid a crippling 
energy crunch, Cuba blamed the 
United States Saturday for 
“roadblocks” that are preventing 
the completion of the first 
Rusdan-technolQgy nuclear plant 
in the Americas. 

The United States, with amend- 
ments to its Helms-Burton sanc- 
tions law approved by the House 
of Representatives International 
Affairs Committee, was “as al- 
ways trying to throw up road- 
blocks to solutions to (Cuba's) 
energy problems,” the- official 
Prensa T stina news agency said. 

It said, die committee tWj ded 
“special attention must be paid" to 
stop die Juragua plant from ever 
getting on line. 

With -11 million people in a 
country larger than Portugal, 
Cuba’s energy shortfall remains 
among its key obstacles to contin- 
ued economic growth. Blackouts 
plunge most of the country into 
darkness on a weekly basis. 

The Cuban government now' 
spends much of its hard currency 
earnings on the international mar- 
ket to buy oil to run its power 
plants. 

With subsidized oil not avail- 
able since the east bloc's collapse, 
the plant at Juragua — started back 
in 1980 — was m**mt to catapult 
Cuba to energy self-sufficiency . 


By the tune construction work 
ce ase d for lack of cash in Septem- 
ber 1992, more than $1 billion Had 
been, poured into the plant featur- 
ing two updated VVER-440 reac- 
tors with B-318 technology fitted 
to tropical conditions. 

Russia gave grants totalling $30 
million to sustain the project, and 
both countries agreed to form an 
international consortium to com- 
plete construction of the two main 
reactors. 

A study showed that to finish 
just the first of four reactors — 
which was 75 percent built — 
would require about $750 million. 

Cuba agreed to pay $208 mil- 
lion and Russian $349 million, 
with the balance coming from an- 
other partner. 

But efforts to find the thir d part- 
ner failed amid the firm opposition 
from Washington which cited 
safety doubts. 

In a major official setback. 
President Fidel Castro said in 
January he was indefinitely halting 
his fad to build the plant in Ciea- 
fuegos, 250 kilometers (155 miles) 
east of Havana. 

Castro told official madia at the 
time “there was no hope" for fin- 
idling the plant even bade in 1992 
when work on it stopped. “And 
for now, there still is none,” Cas- 
tro lamented in a speech marking 


Cuban Science Day. 

U.S. President Bill Clinton said 
in April 1993 the United States 
opposed Cuba's completing the 
plant, citing safety concerns and 
Havana's refusal to sign the Nu- 
clear Non-Proliferation Treaty. 

Cuba has underscored it met 
International Atomic Energy 
Agency requirements and inspec- 
tions related to the plant. 

- The United States never 
charged Cuba with pressing any- 
thing but a peaceful nuclear pro- 
gram. In March 1996 however 
Washington adopted the law rfiar 
would impose sanctions on Russia 
and any country taking part in 
work on the completion of the Ju- 
ragua plant.

Emadorans Approve Ousted 
President’s Removal 


QUITO — Ecuadoran voters 
overwhelmingly approved the 
ouster of former President Abdala 
Bucaram and conf irm ed Fabian 
Alarcon’s appointment as interim 
president, according to exit polls. 

Buc arum's ouster was ap- 
proved by 78 percent of the voters 
in a national referendum, while 65 
percent approved congress’ ap- 
pointment of Alarcon to replace 
him, according to Cedatos polling 
company head Polibio Cordova. 

Cordova told reporters that 38 
percent of eligible voters did not 
go to the polls, lower than the 
supreme electoral tribunal’s fore- 
cast of 41 percent. 

Alarcon will remain president 
until August 1998, when be will be 
required to call Tot elections to 
take place in May or June of 1999, 
and has the green light to propose 
constitutional reforms. 

Polls opened at 7:00 a.m. (1200 
GMT) and closed at 5:00 (2200 
GMT). 

The most important issue was 


the fete of the sometimes unpre- 
dictable Bucaram, who was ousted 
as president by the congress who 
declared in February that he was 
“mentally incapable of govern- 
ing”. 

After taking office in August 
1996, the flamboyant Bucaram, 
who was nicknamed “El Loco” 
(the not), recorded a CD and was 
also accused of nepotism and 
abuse of power. 

He quickly introduced an un- 
popular economic reform program 
that, along with his lavish life- 
style, led to violent protests and 
his downfall. The supreme court 
of justice here issued four war- 
rants against him, including theft 
and misuse of public funds. 

“The reality reflected in to- 
day’s results is that (Bucaram) no 
longer has the support he had in 
last July's elections,” said one of 
the electoral observers. 

One polling company head, 
Jaime Duran, said that the 20 per- 
cent of voters who cast their bal- 


lots against ousting Bucaram were 
not in support of die ex-president, 
but were cast “in protest” against 
Ecuador's dire economic situ- 
ation. 

Union and peasant groups had 
said they plan to vote against Alar- 
con on the grounds that he has 
failed to live up to promises maA* 
to them in February. 

While Alarcon has said that the 
vote is “very important”, be has 
been criticized by some political 
circles who accuse Him of calling 
the ballot unnecessarily. 

Speaking at ceremony to kick 
off the vote, Alarcon said that the 
election will strengthen the na- 
tion’s institutions and allow it to 
present a “solid front” to the 
world. 

Voters also approved the for- 
mation of a National Assembly — 
to be composed of an as-yet unde- 
termined number of members 
popularly elected — that will enact 
constitutional reforms.

Quebec Future Dominates 
Much of the Canadian Election 


MONTREAL — The pervasive 
question of Quebec's future within 
Canada has eclipsed 
bread-and-butter issues like jobs, 
social services and budget cuts, in 
the campaign for next Monday's 
general election. 

At the start of the six-week 
campaign, most candidates 
seemed to agree that the main is- 
sues were the economy and social 
services. 

But die campaign was quickly 
hijacked by the Quebec question 
with the backdrop of another ref- 
erendum on the independence is- 
sue likely within a couple of years. 

Federal Prime Minister Jean 
Chretien (liberal) has frequently 
insisted that the way to handle the 
Quebec situation is to continue a 
step-by-step process of reforming 
the constitution to give more 
power to the 10 provinces. 

Using this method, he hopes to 
persuade the provinces to agree to 
Quebec being accorded die status 
of “distinct society”, in recogni- 
tion of its usage of the French 
language, civil laws and culture. 

While dismissing this process 
as meaningless, G files Duceppe, 
leader of die bloc Quebecois, be- 
gan the campaign with an appar- 
ently unsuccessful bid to broaden 
his party's support by attacking 
Chretien's record on job creation. 

But die bloc, which is seeking 
an independent Quebec, was 
forced to return to its separatist 
Raison D’Etre as the constitutional 
row re-emerged. 

The bloc, which is also trying 
to hold on to its position as the 
largest opposition party in the fed- 
eral parliament, saw its support 
rocked by the revelation that for- 
mer Quebec premier Jacques Par- 
izeau was ready to make a 
unilateral declaration of inde- 
pendence within days if he had 
won the 1995 Quebec referendum. 

Implicit in this revelation was 
that Parizeau would have reneged 
on a referendum pledge to negoti- 
ate Quebec’s secession in good 
faith with the federal government. 

Pouring oil on troubled waters, 
Preston Manning, leader of the 
populist reform party which has 
most of its support in the English- 
speaking west,- has loudly pro- 
claimed his opposition to Quebec 
being accorded the status of “dis- 
tinct society” — arguing that all 
provinces are equal. 


And Manning further fanned 
the flames of the potential fire by 
being the only other leader to sup- 
port Duceppe's contention that a 
simple majority in favor of inde- 
pendence in the next Quebec ref- 
erendum would be sufficient for 
the province to break away from 
the rest of Canada. 

Manning also caused a furor 
with an election ad last week urg- 
ing Canadians to elect a prime 
minister who had interests of all 
Canadians — and not just Que- 
beckers. 

IBs ad was illustrated wife pic- 
tures of Chretien, federal progres- 


sive Conservative Party leader 
Jean Charest, Duceppe and the 
current separatist premier of Que- 
bec, Lucien Bouchard. All four 
hail from Quebec. 

The Manning move came after 
three nationally televised, but 
Lacklustre, debates between the 
leaders of the five parties with 
seats in the House of Commons. 

The only spontaneous applause 
generated in any of those debates 
was for charest when he declared 
he wanted to leave to his children 
the same united Canada he had 
inherited from his parents. 


Row Over Spratlys Cools 
Manila-Beijing Romance 


MANILA — They appeared to be 
bosom friends as they went sailing 
on Manila Bay in November, 
dancing the waltz and crooning a 
duet of “let me call you 
sweetheart”. 

But six months after Chinese 
President Jiang Zemin met bis 
Philippine counterpart Fidel Ra- 
mos the Romance between Asia’s 
giant and its puny neighbor has 
cooled, their relations now dogged 
by suspicion and mistrust:- 

On Monday, Philippine and 
Chinese Foreign Ministry officials 
will meet in Beijing to try and 
defuse tension brought about by 
Lheir competing claims over a clus- 
ter of bleak islets and rocks in the 
South China Sea.

Clinton Urges EU to Bring East 
Europe in From Cold 



THE HAGUE — The United 
States on Wednesday urged 
Western Europe to embrace the 
emerging democracies and mar- 
kets of the former Soviet Bloc to 
further the cause of European se- 
curity, stability and trade. 

Attending a twice-yearly sum- 


mit with European Union leaders 
in The Hague, U.S. President Bill 
Clinton said more private invest- 
ment needed to be pumped into 
East Europe’s ex-communist 
states to build on already substan- 
tial aid from the West 

Amid security unprecedented 


in the Netherlands, Clinton and a 
host of European leaders met to 
commemorate the plan proposed 
in 1947 by then Secretary of State 
George Marshall that is credited 
with kick-starting Europe's shat- 
tered post-war economy. 

“This meeting between the 
United States and the European 
Union is a symbol of how we're 
fulfilling the real dream and 
promise of the Marshall plan," 
Clinton told reporters. 

“The Marshall plan... was 
open to all of Europe but for half 
the continent the dream of recov- 
ery was denied, ” he told a palace 
lunch hosted by Dutch Queen 
Beatrix. 

Clinton, Dutch Premier Wjm 
Kok and European Commission 
President Jacques Santer stopped 
short of announcing a second 
Marshall plan, but urged greater 
efforts at integration.

Chirat Issues Warning as 
Sodalists Grow Confident 


PARIS — Conservative Presi- 
dent Jacques Chirac warned yes- 
terday that changing direction 
could be risky for F ranks as left- 
ist leaders sounded increasingly 
confident of victory in a 
parliamentary ejection. 

“France cannot afford to 
change direction all the time 
without taking serious risks,” 
Chirac told the final mwting of 
his cabinet before the decisive 
vote. 

To change direction now 
would lead the country into “con- 
fusion and weakness”, Chirac 
was quoted as saying by govern- 
ment spokesman Alain Lamas- 
soure. 

The president urged center- 
right ministers to explain to vot- 
ers that “in the next five years, 
France must be governed in a 
modem, coherent and determined 
way". 

But Socialist Party leader 
Lionel Jospin, the left’s can didate 
for prime minister, urged Chirac 


to brace for a period of power- 
sharing with a leftist alliary^ 

Cohabitation, as the French' 
refer to power-sharing, “shows 
respect for what die people have 
decided,” Jospin said. 

It “is nothing but an attitude, 
a type of behavior, a spirit of 
responsibility towards one’s 
country,” he told Radio Luxem- 
bourg.. 

The left-wing opposition out- 
polled the center-right coalition 
by more than four points in last 
Sunday's first round of Voting 
and polling firms said it was on 
course for a narrow majority if 
die pattern were repeated m Sun- 
day’s runoff. 

Chirac told his cabinet that die

Report: New Zealand Cigarettes Have Twice the Nicotine Content 


WELLINGTON — A health re- 
port said lhesday that New Zea- 
land sold cigarettes have twice the 
Level of addictive nicotine com- 
pared with those sold in the United 
States, and Canada. 

Cigarettes soklm packets of 10, 
mod favored by younger smokers, 
bad the highest nicotine content on 
average, according to a study pub- 
lished in die New Zealand public 
health report. 

But the~ tobacco Twnfitute dis- 
missed the study as “farcical in the 
extreme*’ while assnefafe heal di 
minister Neil Kirton labeled rtm 
tobacco industry, “irresponsible”. 


The report’s authors, Tony 
Blakely; Murray Laugeson, Robert 
Symons and Kevin Bellows, S"id 
tests done on 16 brands of manu- 
factured, filtered cigarettes 
showed nicotine content ranged 
from 16_5mg to 27.7mg in each 
cigarette. 

The me a n nicotine content was 
19.5mg for regular brands and 
I7.5mg for mQd cigarettes. 

Some manufacturers’ mild ciga- 
rette brands had a higher nicotine 
concentration than other regular 
cigarettes. 

The tests showed the mean 
nicotine content of regular manu- 
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factored cigarettes sold in New 
Zealand was about double the re- 
ported content of those available in 
die United States and r'.anadn 

The results showed that nico- 
tine levels in New Zealand ciga- 
rettes could be lowered, they said. 

“Lowering nicotine in cigarette 
tobacco could be expected to lower 
foe addiction risk for those at im- 
minent risk of becoming ad- 
dicted,” they said. 

“Young people who temporar- 
ily experiment with cigarettes 
lower in nicotine content may be 
less likely to become addicted and 
former smokers smoking a single 
cigarette may be less likely to re- 
sume smo king permanently, *’ they 
said. 

The executive director of foe 
tobacco institute Michael 
Thompson said the study was 
wrong. 

“I challenge anyone to find me 
a cigarette in New Zealand that 
exceeds 2.0mg. They won’t find 
one that’s manufactured in New 
Zealand,” he said. 

Tobacco companies are re- 
quired to declare on nicotine levels 
on the side of packets and an inter- 
national standard method of testing 
had been in New Zealand for a 
number of years, and had never 
been queried, Thompson said. . 

“What has happened in this 
study I do not know, but they have 
made a mistake. 



“Really, my message to those 
people is if they’d come to us be- 
fore they’d released it, we’d have 
found out where foe *nirfaln» is, but 
they are wrong,” he said. 

On the report’s claims regard- 
ing packs of 10, Thompson said: 
“It’s absolute rubbish. The packs 
of 10 are no different than packs of 
20. Look on the side of the pack.” 

But Kirton said the tobacco in- 
dustry was bong “most irrespon- 
sible” selling cigarettes with 
nicotine levels twice as high as in 
United States and Canada. 

New smokefiree legislation, 
currently before Parliament, 


would ban packs of 10. 

It would include regulations al- 
lowing nicotine content to be re- 
duced. 

Kirton tamed foe high nicotine 
levels as “most disappointing and 
most irresponsible” and said foe 
tobacco industry should be called 
to account. 

“This is a question that should 
be posed to them — what on earth 
are you up to? You’ve got a product 
out there, you want to get people 
hooked and you want to keep them 
hooked and Tm very, very con- 
cerned about that”

Study Says 
Potassium Can 
Lower Blood 
Pressure 

CHICAGO — Oral intake of po- 
tassium has been found to signifi- 
cantly reduce blood pressure, 
researchers who analyzed dozens 
of previous studies said this week. 

"The existing body of evidence 
... favors foe notion that potassium 
supplementation should be consid- 
ered as part of recommendations 
for prevention and treatment of 
hypertension,” wrote Paul Whel- 
ton, formerly with the Johns Hop- 
kins University School of Hygiene 
and Public Health. 

Whelton, now at TuJane Uni- 
versity School of Public Health, 
pooled the results from 33 ran- 
domized, controlled trials with 
2,609 participants that focused on 
the effect of potassium supple- 
ments. Potassium appeared to be 
particularly effective in lowering 
blood pressure when study partici- 
pants also had high salt intake, 
which can elevate blood pressure, 
he wrote in the Journal of the 
American Medical Association. 

He said even a small amount of 
potassium could prevent the onset 
of high blood pressure and larger 
supplements ought to be consid- 
ered as a treatment for foe condi- 
tion, especially among those 
unable to cut their salt intake. 

Only a few participants in two 
of foe trials suffered adverse ef- 
fects from taking potassium in pill 
form, primarily abdominal pain, 
belching and flatulence. In another 
study, some patients had problems 
that included bright-red blood in 
stools, nausea or vomiting and di- 
arrhoea. (RouUwj 

Study: Eye Color 
Can Change 
Until Adulthood 

WASHINGTON — Eye color, 
usually fixed by age six, can 
change until adulthood according 
to foe latest issue of the archives 
of ophtalmology of foe American 
Medical Association. 

For some 10-15 percent of the 
1,500 twins who were the study’s 
subjects, eye color changed during 
adolescence and after, the authors 
of the Louisville twin study re- 
ported. 

Scientists assigned numerical 
values to each eye color, from one 
— for light blue — to 15 — for 
dark brown — and in twins whose 
eye color changed, it varied two 
points. 

Eye color also changed among 
nine percent of the twins’ mothers, 
suggesting that the change could 
have a genetic origin. 

The Louisville twin study ran 
from 1989 to 1993.

AUCKLAND — The world’s last 
surviving Jurassic creature is mak- 
ing a comeback. 

New Zealand’s rare tuatara — 
otherwise known as a ’‘living fos- 
sil' 4 or “miniature dinosaur” — 
is the only surviving member of 
an ancient line of creatures 
stretching back 225 million years 
to the Mesozoic Era (of which the 
Jurassic period is a part). 

While lew people have ever 
seen a kiwi — New Zealand's 
native flightless bird and national 
symbol — in the wilderness* 
even fewer have laid eyes on a 
spike-backed, lizard-like tuatara 
which inhabits 25 remote, inac- 
cessible islands around the New 
Zealand coast. 

But a New Zealand Conserva- 
tion Department project involv- 
ing the transfer of 32 tuatara from 
one ecologically threatened is- 
land to a larger nearby island off 
the east coast of the North Island 
last October, may soon lead to 
the observation of these ancient 
creatures in their natural habitat. 

Conservation officer Keith 
Owen said that in the seven 
months since the reptiles were 
transferred, all appeared to be 
thriving and there could be hun- 
dreds, if not thousands, an Mou- 
tohora Island in the Bay of Plenty 
within two decades. 

Once the colony of 32 has 
established itself and expanded, 
“the public will be able to go and 
see them without problem, 4 * he 
said.

Toxic Algae 
Threaten 
Rare Seals 


NOUAKCHOTT — More Sum 60 
monk seals, one of the world’s 
most endangered species, have 
been lulled by toxic algae off Mau- 
ritania’s Atlantic coast in the past 
10 days, Spanish researchers said 
on Monday. 

The scientists, working with 
the National Oceanographic and 
Fisheries Research Center, said 
the seals had been poisoned by 
eating fish that had swallowed the 
algae. Their bodies had washed 
up near die Port of Nouadhibou. 

The seals were part of a col- 
ony previously estimated at 150, 
living off the Mauritanian coast. 
Ecologists say the species num- 
bers no more than 350 world- 
wide. 

So called because folds of skin 
around their necks recall monas- 
tic dress, they are among the last 
members of the seal family living 
in temp e r ate waters in the North- 
ern Hemisphere. 

Two baby monk seals were 
rescued and are recovering in the 
center's aquarium in Nouadhi- 
bou. 

The algae grow quickly in die 
warmer waters of the gulf 
stream, and one ecologist said 
they were considering moving 
the seals from Cap Blanc into the 
Banc d'Arguin Bay to the south 
where the algae would be less 
prevalent. 

A baby monk seal who had 
apparently lost her parents in a 
storm was treated at the center 
and released back into the sea in 
January 1996. (RmuUt) 


allow research into the creatures, 
and offer the northern sub-spe- 
cies (one of three) a better chance 
of long-term survival, Owen 
said. 

Currently, the only way to see 
a shy, nocturnal tuatara is at the 
Auckland Zoo, where two are on 
display and six more are part of 
a breeding program. Several 
zoos around the world have tua- 
tara. 

Until about 1,000 years ago, 
tuatara were scattered in great 
numbers throughout New Zea- 
land’s two largest islands as well 
as on many offshore islands. 

But numbers declined rapidly 
due to fires, land clearing and the 
arrival of humans, rats, cats, pigs 
and dogs. 

Though the grey, olive or oc- ' 
casionally brick-red reptile re- 
sembles a lizard, strictly speak- 
ing it is not one. It belongs to the 
sphenodontida (meaning “wedge 
tooth”) order which has no other 
living representatives. 

The slow-moving, tmhl inking 
tuatara lives for up to 60 years, 
weighs up to 1.3 kilograms (two 
and a half pounds) and grows to 


60 centimeters (two feet), shel- 
tering in underground burrows 
that have been tunnelled by nest- 
ing seabirds. 

Females lay up to a dozen eggs 
every four years, and tuataras 
have been successfully bred in 
captivity and returned to the wild 
through a program at Welling- 
ton's Victoria University. 

Conservationists estimate 
there are still around 10,000 tua- 
tara distributed over 25 nature 
reserve islands off the New Zea- 
land coastline. Some populations 
are threatened by rats which eat 
their eggs, but most live on rat- 
free islands. 

New Zealand’s far-flung 
Moutohora Island may only at- 
tract diehard dinosaur buffo and 
scientists keen to catch a glimpse 
of this creature which has sur- 
vived millenniums of geological 
upheaval. But for conservation- 
ists, the tuatara's proliferation 
and well-being is something of a 
modern miracle. 

“We really don't have die an- 
swer to why they survived,” 
Owen said.

LONDON — When Robin Jutzi 
was growing up, cystic fibrosis was 
no big deal.

AH the pills and therapies were 
just normal, 4 ' Jutzi, 37, said in an 
interview conducted over die In- 
ternet 

“It was weird that other peo- 
ple didn’t have to do all that stuff. 

I still look across at my wife at 
suppertime and think it’s really 
strange that she doesn't take en- 
zymes with her meal.” , 

But his feeling of being nor- 
mal disappeared after first one 
and then die other brother suc- 
cumbed to die incurable illness, 
which causes lung and intestinal 


gossip. 

“A whole new world opened 
up to me.. .a community that 
spoke the same language, that 
generally had the same warped 
sense of humor.

Attitudes Have 
Been Transformed 


NEW DELHI — A mid-air col- 
lision between two airliners, 
which killed 349 people near the 
Indian capital, may have been 
caused by air turbulence, reports 
quoting a U.S. pilot who wit- 
nessed foe disaster said Sunday. 

Timothy Palace, commander 
of a U.S. 0141 transport plane, 
told foe court probing foe disaster 
that the collision happened in cu- 
mulus clouds capable of causing 
severe turbulence. 

‘There were heavy clouds 20 
to 30 miles (32 to 48 kilometers) 
in length in a line approximately 
parallel to the path of the colli- 
sion,” Palace was quoted as say- 
ing by the United News of India. 

The crew of foe U.S. Air 
Force plane reported seeing a 
cloud glow bright orange and 
then two fireballs plunge to the 
ground cm November 12 when a 
Saudi Boeing-747 and a Kazakh 
Ilyushin-76 collided near here. 

The U.S. C-I41 was descend- 
ing with supplies for the U.S. 
Embassy at dusk when the disas- 
ter occurred. 

The U.S. Air Force pilot also 
said foe Air Traffic Controllers 
(ATC) at New Delhi Airport were 
“fairly busy” and had asked for 
updated positions of foe plane 
frequently. 

“The communications were 
fairly difficult,” Palace said. 

“It took us approximately 
three exchanges between our- 
selves and foe controller to be 
certain that we understood each 
other." 

The Air Traffic Controllers 
guild had fold foe court on May 
15 that the collision was caused 
by foe Kazakh pilots* “non-un- 
derstanding of En g lish.” 

Brijender Shekhar Shukla, 
general secretary of foe guild, 
said the Kazakh crew was “not 


familiar with the English lan- 
guage.” 

Die Saudi airline also Mamed 
the Kazakh aircraft for descend- 
ing below its assigned altitude of 
15,000 feet (4,545 meters) and 
colliding with foe Boeing which 
was told to level at 14,000 feet 
.(4,242 meters). 

Kazakh Airlines had claimed 
26 seconds before the collision 
the Kazakh aircraft bad dropped 
to 14,190 feet (4,300 meters) be- 
cause of air pockets. 

But tiie ATC rejected the tur- 
bulence theory saying it was “in- 
vented by die Kazakh airline and 
its government as an escape route 
since no rational or logical expla- 
nation is possible as to why (be 
aircraft descended."

“Baba” to his friends, is waiting 
for his legal morass to be sorted 
out to see if be must stand trial 
for seeking to give a 530,000 
bribe to a U.S. customs agent. 

Sissoko, 51 , a Mali native and 
Gambian citizen who says he 
made his fortune in gold, oil, 
diamonds, hotels and casinos, 
was arrested last August on brib- 
ery charges. 

The onetime house servant 
was accused of offering a cus- 
toms agent 550,000 to release 
two Vietnam-era helicopters for 
shipment to Gambia without the 
required export licenses. 

But his lawyers contend that, 
for one thing, Sissold should re- 
ceive immunity because he is « 
special adviser to Gambia’s 
president. Moreover, they say. 


he is just a generous guy. 

He paid the way for 400 Afri- 
can athletes to attend the summer 
Olympics, and has built hospitals 
and schools all over West Africa, 
his backers said 

And be gave each of his three 
lawyers new Mercedes-Benz cars 
at 560,000 each after they got 
him freed on a 520-million bond. 

“Baba” also wrote a 5300,000 
check lo a focal high school band 
struggling to raise money For a 
parade. 

“This case is much bigger 
than Mr. Sissoko,” said Alfonso 
Perez, a Miami lawyer seeking 
Sissoko ’s release on behalf of the 
Gambian government “U threat- 
ens to affect relationships with a 
host of West African nations. 
West African ambassadors are

Sissoko is appealing his sen- 
tence — four months in prison 
followed by four months of house 
arrest — and has a hearing sched- 
uled for June 5.

Ex- 
amples of other outside influences 
are mealtimes, sleep and even con- 
tact with other people.

fitting through Kinshasa's 
ND^jili Airport is an Afri- 
can rite of passage. To get 
from die plane to. the terminal, 
arriving passengers have to fend 
off a p hal a n x of hungry -eyed 
Z a i re ans grabbing for travelers’ 
passports and hand luggage. Inside 
the barren, dimly lit terminal, sol- 
diers, border police, immigration 
officials aqd baggage handlers all 
demand madabisi (dp) before they 
let travelers pass. Running the 
gantlet can cost more than $500 in 
bribes — unless you hire Theo 
Scebe. He greets his customer on 
the tarmac, insists on carrying his 
bag and, shoving aside the preda- 
tors who offer to “help” passen- 
gers clear themselves through 
customs, be ushers his customer 
out of the terminal — usually in less 
than 15 minutes — for only $40. 

It’s a fitting introduction to 
Zaire. Throughout die country, 
as state structures have colla ps ed, 
a vast-web .of. bribery and patron- 
age has replaced die rule of law. 
Perhaps 70 percent of the coun- 
try's economic activity now oc- 
curs under the table. -Civil 
servants, unpaid .for. months, 
work as independent agents, tak- 
ing bribes in exchange for doing 
their jobs. At the center of the 
underground economy are the 
men who can get things done, it 
protocol.

Mobutu S?se Sekcr 


The term is a leftover from foe 
Belgian colonial era. It referred 
to the glorified secretaries who 
kept the appointment diaries of 
diplomats and presidents. Now it 
describes everyone from the scam 
artists who lay in wait at the air- 
port to the well-educated, high- 
priced consultants who arrange 
government permits for foreign 
companies. As state-run compa- 
nies go bankrupt, former manag- 
ers survive by selling access to 
their contacts. Multinational cor- 
porations are happy to pay proto- 
cols— who give a cut of their fee 
to officials — rather than pay 
Zaire’s hefty duties. Defenders 


House Spokesman Mike Me Curry 
say that without protocols, 
Zaire’s economy would be even 

more of a mess. 

But there is a downside to the 

thriving underground economy. 
Robbed of tax revenue, foe coun- 
try is broke; social services are 
failing. The longer government 
institutions are circumvented, foe 
weaker the state becomes. Insti- 
tutions lose authority — these 
days, banks set daily exchange 
rates based on foe price black 
marketeers charge on side-street 
currency markets nicknamed 
“Wail Street,” Worse, corrup- 
tion is inefficient; it thwarts pro- 
duction potential and spurs 
inflation. Despite immense natu- 
ral resources, Zaire mines fewer 
minerals today than it did 15 
years ago. Inflation is running at 
700 percent this year (though it is 
down from 9,000 percent in 
1993.) 

The unenlightened self-inter- 
est that gave rise to It protocol 
may be foe only thing holding 
Zaire together. Some attribute the 
spread of corruption to dictator 
Mobutu Sese Seko's system of 
dispensing favors and fiefdoms in 
exchange for loyalty. Now (hat 
Mobutu has fled the country the 
world hopes the artful protocol 
has gone with him. (Courtesy of

Are you astonished? Don’t be! 
Don’t you forget that we are living 
in a world of wonders, miracles 
and oddities! Oxford University 
can now be joyous that it has out- 
classed its contemporaries — Har- 
vard, Cambridge and 
others — both for foe enviable dis- 
covery and for foe formation and 
coinage of a new term, i.e., 
“name-c hanging right" which can 
be added to foe family of terms: 
“human rights,'* “women’s 
rights,” “copyrights,” etc. that 
Westerners are expert at forming, 
inventing and changing. 

It would not be too much, then, 
if Oxford University expects to be 
awarded special honors, possibly 
from foe Royal Academy or from. 
Queen Elizabeth herself, consider- 
ing its singular, special achieve- 
ment in introducing new names 
and new meanings into the 
"Queen’s English”! 


Of course, we in Iran, are by 
now familiar with rude attempts by 
some arrogant powers to con- 
stantly provoke our good nature 
and to annoy us by any means 
possible. Oxford University joins 
that elite group of political, intel- 
lectual saboteurs who we are 
aware of and against who we are 
prepared. 

We’ll rest our comment here: 
name-changing by saboteurs does 
not change names, does not change 
reality. But it reveals foe true, 
underlying nature of those who, 
for personal benefit or other ulte- 
rior motive, pay only lip service to 
“rights" of whatever kind, human 
or inhuman, but persuade others, 
under all circumstances, to ob- 
serve them.
